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IS&T Blossoms

Thirty-seven million 
dollars worth of 
planning, equipment 
and labor will finally 
come together 
when the Peter 
Kiewit Institute| 
of Information | 
Science 
Technology 
and 
Engineering 
opens its doors 
in April 1999. 

Located on 
the 70-acre plot 
of land, which 
used to harbor 
horse racing 
and betting, 
better known 
as Aksarben, 
the new facility 
will provide 
students with some of 
the best facilities and 
equipment the 
information 
technology field has to 
offer. 

With opportunities 
like that, more and 
more students are 
going into information 
science careers. 

“The number of 
applications has 
increased steadily over 


the past few years,” 
Thomas McClung, 
interim dean of IS&T 


said. 


He cited three 
reasons why more 
students are flocking to 
UNO: the amount of 
job opportunities in the 
fields, strong support 
by local businesses and 
the promise of a 
quality education. 

The new building, 
will house both the 
College of Information 
Science and 
Technology (IS&T), as 


well as the College of 
Engineering and 
Technology. Under this 
“umbrella system,” the 
new facility will be 
known as the Peter 
Kiewit Institute of 
Information Science 
Technology and

Engineering (IST&E) 
building. 

Support from 
business leaders and 
the community at large 
aided the development 
of the institute. 

Several companies, 
both local and 
nationwide, gave large 
grants and 
“investments,” that 
helped make the new 
facility a reality. 


The Kiewit Institute 
will be about 190,000 
square feet, have 47 
full-time faculty 
members, 38 part-time 
faculty members and 
numerous staff and 
technicians. 

In addition to the 
people, equipment 
is another 
highlight of the 
facility. According 
to a brochure from 
IS&T, over 300 
computers will be 
generally 
accessible to 
students in the 
college of IS&T 
alone. 

On the first floor, 
there will be a 
general computer 
lab, split with an 
advanced 
computer lab for 
IST&E students, 
McClung said. 

Specialized labs, 
designed for use by 
IST&E students, will 
be located on the 
second and third 
floors. 

Some of the new 
programs 
implemented will 
include a new core 
curriculum, new 
distance learning 
facilities and 
internships. 


The new curriculum 
will require IST&E 
students to complete 
five courses, plus a 


seminar course, before 


they go into their 
major courses, 
McClung said. This 
will not only help the 
students determine 
which degree to 
pursue, but also help 
the university 
determine which 
programs the student 
would best be suited 
for. 

“Tt will be a benefit 
both ways,” McClung 
said. 


At its inception, IS&T 
was given a mandate 
to provide educational 
opportunities in 
information 
technology to residents 


_ throughout Nebraska. 


UNO’s first distance 
education center 
opened in Scottsbluff 
in fall 1997. The newest 
addition to this 
program opened in 
Norfolk in spring 1999. 

With backing from 
business leaders, 
distance education is a 
main focus of IS&T.

Kult said he realizes 
the accident opened 
up opportunities he 
wouldn't have had if 
he had not been 
disabled. 

Kult said his future 
wife, Stacey Wonder, 
teaches dance to 
children with 
disabilities and “his 
disability is what 
lead him to her,” 

Prior to coming to 
UNO Kult worked 


with Special Olympics 
and was a counselor 
for special needs 
adults. “I’ve lived it, 
worked with it, and 
enjoyed it,” he said. 

Kult said what is 
truly important is 
“how a person accepts 
himself—others will 
accept you after they 
get to know you.” 
This was brought 
home by the chance 
happening of a former 
student showing up at 
his door wanting to 
say “hi and talk about 
a couple of things 
going on (in his life) 
right now.” 

Kult is currently 
part of the CRAB 
committee, or 
Campus Recreation 
Advisory Board, and 
they are involved 
with Big Brothers/ Big 
Sisters and the 
Salvation Army.

The chem club 
caused an explosion 
this year. 

No, they didn’t light 
a match in the 
presence of gaseous 
ethyl alcohol, but they 
have been bursting 
with enthusiasm, 
growing in numbers, 
launching projects 
and winning awards. 

The year got off toa 
fishy start when the 
club received a $300 
grant in September 
from the American 
Chemical Society 
(ACS) to fund the Fish 
Aquarium Chemical 
Education Project. 

The grant enabled 
the club to purchase a 
55 gallon aquarium, 
now located on the 
third floor of the 
Durham Science 
Center and four 
smaller aquariums, 
which will be 
distributed to 
elementary schools 
and the Chicano 
Awareness Center. 

Chem club members 
plunged into the 
aquarium to learn 
how to assess the 


chemistry of an 
aquatic environment 
and they have already 
had a chance to test 
their knowledge in an 
elementary school. 
“Explaining things 
to kids really makes 
you realize how well 
or how well you don’t 
understand 
something,” said Matt 
Williams, a chem club 


and chem club 
adviser. 

She also envisions 
the project as an 
opportunity for the 
community to get to 
know UNO and it’s 
students. 

The club, which is 
one of over 900 ACS 
Student Affiliate 
Chapters, was 
awarded honorable 
mention for its school 
and community 
activities.

“You may 
understand the 
chemical process but 
to take it to their level 
and get some sort of 
understanding out of 
them is really tough.” 
The aquariums are a 
real life application 
that can make 
chemistry come alive 
for students, said 
Lana Thomas, 
chemistry professor 


Student Organization 
Award and Thomas 
received the Rising 
Star Adviser Award. 

But now, Williams 
said, there is a 
reputation to live up 
to. 

“We're a really 
active club and we 
want it to stay that 
way,” he said. “We 
need to have like a 
100 people in the club 


and just have it be 
nuts. Even if you 
aren't a chemistry 
major, anyone just 
taking a chemistry 
class can be 
involved—it’s a great 
way to meet tutors.” 

Generating funds 
will be key for the 
club to continue 
reaching out to the 
community. The club 
has already raised 
$2000 this year 
through Project 
Achieve tutoring, 
selling baked goods, 
chemical tests, Village 
Inn pies and study 
guides. 

The club is in the 
process of organizing 
a demonstration team 
that will go into junior 
and senior high 
schools this fall and 
give presentations. 

“We aren't trying to 
make chem majors 
out of all these kids, 
but we are trying to 
get them interested in 
education as a 
whole,” Williams 
said. “We want to 
give them something 
to latch onto, like a 
neat reaction, and say, 
‘Hey it’s not just 
boring stuff—math or 
whatever—it can be 
fun too.”

The Mavericks 
finished the season 9-3 
overall and 8-1 in the 
North Central Confer- 
ence, a mark good 
enough to own a share 
of the title with North- 
ern Colorado. 

The first loss came 
when the Mavs lost 42- 
26 at Central Missouri 
State University. 
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The Mavs came 
back to Omaha and 
took frustrations out 


on the next opponent, 


the University of 
Nebraska-Kearney. 

After 60 gruesome 
minutes, UNO came 
out with a 55-6 
thrashing of the in- 
state rivals, to even 
the record, 1-1. 

The team faced its

first conference foe 
Sept. 19 and ham- 
mered North Dakota 
State 49-28. 

South Dakota was 3- 
0 when the team 
played the Mavs in late 
September, but UNO 
emerged 29-7, pushing 
South Dakota toward 
the bottom of the 
conference. 

The Mavs’ run 
towards the top of the 
conference continued 
with a come-from- 
behind win over North 
Dakota, 20-10. 

Augustana proved to 
be no contest for the 
Mavs, UNO beat the 
visiting Vikings 54-27. 

With a 4-0 record and 
a seat at the top of the 
conference, the Mav 
offense went to 
Brookings, S.D. and 
ran into the teams lone 
conference loss. 

This game was so 
close, it headed into 
overtime and then 
double overtime with 
the Jackrabbits tied, 24- 
24. 

South Dakota State’s 
kicker hit his field goal 
in double overtime 
while Kosel’s attempt 
sailed wide to give 
South Dakota State a 
30-27 win. 

This was not the way 
the Mavs needed to 


play a week before 
hosting the No. 1 
Northern Colorado 
Bears, the two-time 
defending national 
champions. 

When those two 
teams hit the turf in 
Omaha, everyone 
knew this would be a 
battle for the ages. 

Both teams were 
fighting for the top 
spot in the North 
Central Conference, 
plus Northern Colo- 
rado was undefeated 
at that time, so the 
Mavs had plenty of 
motivation. 

There was just one 
thing, the Mavs had 
to stop the Bears’ 
offense, which had 
been mauling oppo- 
nents all year long. 

The team did it, 
winning 15-3 ina 
game with only one 
touchdown. 

When the clock ran 
out, the Mavs did it. 
They upset the No. 1 
team in the country. 

With the huge win 
over Northern Colo- 
rado in their pockets, 
the Mavs set their 
sights on Minnesota 
State-Mankato and 
were lucky, to escape 
with a win there, 35- 
27. . 

The Mavs plowed 


through opponents the 


last two weeks of the 
season. 

The Mavs mutilated 
Morningside 56-6 in 


Sioux City on a snowy, 


muddy field before 
hammering St. Cloud 


State 63-30 on the last 
day of the season. 
That game was 
highlighted by 
Terrance Davis tying 
an NCAA record by 
returning two punts 
for touchdowns. 

One question still 
burned. Was a 9-2 
record and a share of 
the North Central 
Conference title with 
Northern Colorado 
good enough to make 
the playoffs? 

The answer came 
Nov. 15, when the 
team was huddled 
around watching the 
NCAA selection show. 
Then the moment of 
truth came. The 


words “Nebraska- 
Omaha” materialized 
on the screen and the 
Mavs found out they 
would travel to 
Maryville, Mo. to 
battle the Northwest 
Missouri State 
Bearcats in the first

That was when the 
Mavs ran out of 
answers. UNO lost 
28-14 to the eventual 
national champions. 

The loss marked the 
end of the careers of 
15 seniors including 
Davis and quarter- 
back Ed Thompson. 

Senior wide receiver 
MarTay Jenkins was 
also drafted by the 
Dallas Cowboys in 
April.

For the Maverick 
volleyball team, 1998 
was a year of 
beginnings. They had 
anew hardwood

game to hang the first 
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loss on the team. 

Still, 6-1 was a good 
start for the Mavs. 

UNO won a second 
tournament in the 
middle of 
September 
in 
Minnesota 
and were

Conference 
season. 

It started 
roughly as 
UNO lost 
three of its 
first four 
league 
games, all 
of them on 
the road. 
The 
matches 
finished 
4 9-2; SO 
the Mavs 
were in it 
to the bitter end. 

That got the Mavs 
back on track as the 
team ran off five 
straight wins in the 


league and began to 
look like the 1996 title 
team. 

September 29 
against Wayne State, 
the Mavs suffered the 
most devastating 
injury all year. 
Freshman Lisa 
Webster nearly

destroyed all the 
ligaments in her knee 
when she tried to stop 
herself from going 
under the net. 


Webster’s knee 
turned, but the rest of 
her body kept going 
forward, causing 
injuries that would 
shelve her for the 
season and require 
surgery. Webster was 
in rehabilitation 
through March 
getting her knee back 
to full strength. 

Just as soon as UNO 
got hot, the team went 
stone-cold, dropping 
six of the next seven 
and not winning a 
game in three straight 
matches in late 
October. Those losses 
put the Mavs on the 
play-off bubble with 
seven games left. 

Maverick Head 
Coach Rose Shires 
said her team needed 
to go 6-1 in the last 
seven to have a play- 
off chance. 

UNO started the 
final seven games 
with shutout wins 
over North Dakota, 
South Dakota and 
Morningside. The 
Mavs suffered a 
setback when the 
team was swept in 
Greeley, Colo. by the 
Northern Colorado 
Bears. That loss made 
the last two games 
critical. 

The Mavs hosted 5t. 


Cloud State and 
Minnesota State- 
Mankato for the last 
two matches and each 
match went the full 
five games. Against, 
St. Cloud, the Huskies 
put the Mavs on the 
ropes by winning the 
first two games. 

Somehow, the Mavs 
rallied and won the 
final three games, 19- 
17 in the last one to 
stay alive. 

The Mavs may have 
been humming the 
Bee Gees’ “Staying 
Alive” after that win 
but needed one more 


win to give them a 
good shot at post- 
season play. _ 
Against Minnesota 
State, UNO had to 
win and the Mavs got 
off to a good start, by 
winning the first two 
games. True to form, 
Minnesota State 
rallied back and tied 
the match at 2-2. It left 
UNO’s playoff hopes 
resting on one game.

Maverick Head Coach 
Kevin Lehman said this 
past season marked the 
start of a new era of 
Maverick basketball. The 
team had a new 
hardwood floor, new 
uniforms and a new 
attitude. 

Winning also became a 
part of the new era as 
well. 

After seven years, the 
Maverick men’s 
basketball team is finally 
a winner. The Mavs 
finished the 1998-1999 
season 15-12 overall, for 
the first winning record 
since 1991-1992. 

The Mavs followed the 
trend of the last few years 
by tearing through the 
non-conference schedule 
and this past year was no 
exception. 

The Mavs won seven of 
10 non-conference games 
including the 
championship of the 
California State 
University-Stanislaus 
Warrior Holiday 
Tournament in late 
November. 

However, when the 
North Central Conference 
season started in late 
December, the Mavs fell 
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back into place 
toward the bottom of 
the league standings. 

The team started out 
1-4 in its first five 
conference games and 
two of those losses 
were over-time 
games. 

Unlike previous 
teams, these Mavs 
responded and ran off 
three straight wins, to 
up the team record to 
11-6 and put UNO in 
the thick of the league 
standings at 4-4. 

But where the highs 
were, the lows quickly 
followed. The three- 
game win streak came 
to a screeching halt in 
Greeley, Colo., when 
the Mavs lost 73-71 to 
Northern Colorado. 

Northern Colorado 
was winless in the 
conference at that 
time. 

Despite a losing 
record, the Mavs were 
within two games of 
second place, as most 
of the teams in the 
league were hovering 
around .500 for most 
of the first half. Only 
South Dakota was 
alone at the top and 


Northern Colorado 
was on the bottom. 
The second half of 

the conference season. 
started out just like 
the first half, with the 
Mavs going 0-5. Those 
losses dropped the 
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team to 11-11 overall, 
with five games to 
play. If the Mavs were 
going to be winners 


the team had to win at 


least three of the final 


five to do so. 

UNO did and then 
some, posting a 4-1 
mark in the last five 
games. The wins 
started with an 85-71 
triumph over 
Augustana. The next 
night, 
UNO’s 
buzzer- 
beating 
shot edged 
South 
Dakota 
State 79-78 
and raised 
the record 
to 13-11. 

The final 
three 
games 
were all at 
home and 
the Mavs 
had to win 
one to get 
the 
winning 
season. 
UNO made 
no mistake 
about it, 
beating 
Northern 

Colorado 94- 

87: Feb. 20 to 
raise the record to 14- 
11. With two games 
left there would be no 
way for the Mavs to 
suffer another losing 
year. 


Just to make sure, 
the Mavs posted a 
win over North 
Dakota State on the 
last night of the year 
88-85 to bring the 
final record to 15-12 
and 8-10 in the North 
Central Conference. 

Individually, all- 
conference senior 
Corey Griffin, who 
scored nearly 20 


points per game, led 
the Mavs. Griffin also 
became the 10th Mav 
ever to score more 
than 500 points in a 
season, the ninth to 
hit 200 or more field 
goals in a season and 
scored the highest 
point total by: one 
player in 22 years, 
when he scored 32 
points in his final 


game. 

Despite the hole left 
by Griffin's 
departure, the Mavs 
will still have a solid 
nucleus to build 
around for next year. 
Guard Mike Simons 
and forward Robert 
Wettstein will help 
guide the Mavs into 
the 1999-2000 season 
as seniors. Michael 
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Foltynski and 
transfer player Gary 
Morgan will also be 


leading the senior 


charge up and down 
the hardwood. 
The Mavs will also 


have several new 


recruits and transfers

The Maverick 
swimming and diving 
team started their second 
season with some higher 
expectations. UNO 
finished sixth at the seven- 
team North Central 
Conference meet and won 
a majority of duals, while 
setting record after record. 

Some things never 
change. 

The team finished fifth 
at the conference meet and 
set 20 school records this 
past season, while 
qualifying a swimmer and 
diver for the national 
meet. Not bad for a 
second-year team. 

In duals, the Mavs’ only 
losses were to the 
Northern Colorado Bears, 
a team perennially ranked 
in the top 10 in the nation. 

The Mavs started the 
year by beating South 
Dakota State, the 
University of Nebraska- 
Kearney and the Colorado 
School of Mines, by a 
combined 491-326 score. 
November 7, the Mavs 
had their first run-in with 
Northern Colorado, as the 
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teams met as part of a 
triangular meet with 
Colorado College. The 
Mavs finished in the 
middle of the trio 
with 129 points. 
Northern Colorado 
scored 183 points to 


win, while Colorado 
College finished third 
with 76 points. The 
Mavs picked up a win 
and a loss in that 
meet, raising the 
record to 4-1. 

The next week UNO 
drowned South 
Dakota 134-95 in the 
pool in the Health, 
Physical Education 
and Recreation 
(HPER) Building and 
were 5-1. The Mavs 
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headed out to the 
Truman State (Mo.) 
Invitational and came 
back with a 4th place 
finish, the worse of 
the season. 

The Mavs kept the 
winning ways going, 
with a home-water 
win over UNK, 151-84 
and moved the record 
to 6-1. The next day, 
UNO headed to 
Brookings, $.D. and 
the Jackrabbit 
Invitational, with 
momentum on their 
side. When the final 
wave hit the side of 
the pool, the Mavs 
looked up at the 
scoreboard and found 
out UNO won the 
invitational meet. 

It only got better 
from there. The Mavs 
beat up on South 
Dakota State again, 
this time winning 158- 
79 Dec. 4. In-state 
rival, South Dakota, 
couldn’t fare any 
better against the 
Mavs, losing in 
Vermillion, $.D. 134- 
101 Dec. 12. 

With those two 
wins, the Mavs 
headed into the 
holiday break with an 
8-1 mark in duals. 

Like last year, the 
Mavs’ schedule was 


more open. UNO 
made the usual 
Florida training trip in 
the first part of 
January before the 
next home meet Jan. 
17. The Mavs lost that 
dual meet 191-106, 
but the effort still left 
Samiland satisfied. 

A period of 12 
competition-free days 
separated the Mavs 
from the Washington 
University 
Invitational, held in 
St. Louis on the last 
weekend in January. 

The Mavericks 
stormed through the 
li-team field, won all 
five relays and 
finished second in the 
final meet before the 
North Central 
Conference 
championships in 
mid-February. 

The team season 
was full of wins, but 
the individual efforts 
of many swimmers 
helped make the 
Mavs the team with 
the highest winning 
percentage of any 
team on campus. 

Freshman Tasha 
Soby led the Mavs by 
setting five individual 
records and 
swimming the lead- 
off leg on four record- 


setting relays. 

Soby is the fastest 
Mav in the 50- and 
100-yard freestyle, 
100- and 200-yard 
backstroke as well as 
the 200-yard 
individual medley. 
Soby was also the 
lead-off swimmer on 
the 200- and 400-yard 
freestyle relay as well 
as the 200- and 400- 
yard medley relay. 

Another freshman 
who made waves in 
the record book was 
Jamie Haferbier. 
Haferbier set the 
marks in the 100- and 
200-yard breaststroke, 
as well as swimming 
on four record setting. 

Aimee LaFave and 
Kristy Malone each 
set a pair of records 
for the Mavs during 
the 1998-1999 season. 

The records weren't 
just falling in the 
swimming pool, they 
also fell in off of the 
diving boards. 

Freshman Aja 
Wurth, one of the two 
Mavs who qualified 
for the national meet, 
set four records. 
Wurth has the records 
in the one-meter 
diving (both dual 
meet and 
championship 


formats) and the three-meter diving marks (both

brought the team up 
to the plate against St. 
Cloud State again and 
the game ended with 
the same result. 

The Mavs were on 
the short end of the 
one-run game and 
lost 2-1 to end the 
season before the 


national tournament 
for the first time since 
1993. 

In addition to the 
end of the season, 
1998 marked the end 
of the playing careers 
of several Mav 
seniors. 

Jeanne Howe, Pam 
Schaefer, Mindy 
Hahne, Laura Adams 
and Kelly Secord saw 
their Mav careers end 
in the regional loss. 
All of them were 
seniors with the 
exception of Secord 
who transferred to 
Bellevue University.
